Not in Society. 


The litsle town of ——_—_-, situated ia 
ene ef Her Majesty's provinces in the 
colony of —, Was in its society 
essentially aristocratic. Net in the sense 
which those whe come from the old ceun- 
tries accept the term, for here the family 
pedigre might possibly go baek tos 
grandfather, bet even this was doubtful. 
Nor was it am aristocracy ef intellect, for 
tmaany of the members of society were 
woefu.ly defective in the Queen's English. 
Neither was it the aristocracy of Bo- 
hemia, for there, there is always intelli- 
gence, wii and repartee to be found. 
Again it was not aristocratic for its 
weaith, forthere was nene, bat still it 
was aristocratic, possibly on account of ite 
medioerity or more probably beeause she 
members of Society deemed itso. The 
deings of Society were chronieied in one 
of the newepapers, which ected asa sort 
Coart Guide. In it descriptions were 
given of the emtertainmenss at the ‘bijou’ 
mansions of Society jand accounts of ibe 
‘charming hostess’ and ‘‘she dresses of 
her lovely guests." The town possessed 
ene principle street and here the mem- 
bers ef the storeceracy had their stores. 

Previous to the time ef which I write 
all the eitizens pulled hand and gleve with 
each other, no matier if they were govern- 
men: officials, profeesional men or store- 
keepers. Bust one winter's might the 
break came. Two prominent citizens had 
a dispute and one insalted the other. Une 
of thedisputants was agoverament oibeial, 
the other a member ef the storeocracy and 
the insult had been said before a number 
of the storeoceracy. (ireat was the hee- 
bub. Society's ranks were at once di- 
vided. A meeting was heldby the shep- 
ocracy assisted by some ef the bank 
managers, insurance agents, lawyers, doe- 
tore and their astistants ; no governments 
efticials were preseut Representatives 
efthe prese were debarred, as neither 
editors nor reporsers were in Sveietv. 
Noshing transpired to relieve the minds 
ef the anxious publie, who as usual were 
on the tip-toe of exeitement to knew 
what decisions had been arrived at, at 
this momentens meeting ef their betters 
im the exelusive society ef Flow- 
ever, «5 isalways the case, little by 
little it leaked ont. The decision was 
that government officials should be cat 
holus bolus and thet no member of 
the storeocracy would have any relations 
of a private character with apy of them, 
and their wives aud daughters were for- 
biddem to recognize them anywhere. 
Immediately on this rews becoming pub- 
lic, the members of the opposite faction 
held a similar meeting, using the same 
precentions as their opponents. The re. 
aut of this, like the former, became pub- 
lic, their resolations were procisely of a 
similar nature with the exception that 
bank managers, lawyers, medical men 
and bank clerks were to be recognised by 
this autocratic assembly; but mo ome cen- 
meeted with trade could be tolerated. 

In consequemee of these tw: meetings 
“‘Seciety” which before had recognized 
any and everyene as long as they nad a 
dollar to spend in entertaiming, no matter 
if he was a grocer, dry goode man, hbar- 
ness maker, livery stable keeper, insur- 
ance agent or counter jumper, was now 
in such a divided state as to the social 
standing of its members that every thing 
was at six and sevens. 

The civil serviee section had mo yeeng 
ladies asaongst their mumber and asa 
consequence the emmarried men who had 
the entree to this eleva select circle begen 
to think 1t a bore amd they gradually feil 
away and took to card playing, drinking 
and other evil ways of passing the time 
enjoyed by bachelors. 

Daring the daye when “‘Seciety was 
undivided seme of its members were 
sorely put oot by seeing at other mem 
bers houses avery resplendent sbivid, 
which omenquiry they discovered was 
phe family coat of-arms (though they were 
not to be found im Burke's). This wasa 
subject of great amneyance to nearly all 
“Society, and as ite members considered 
that they had as mach right te them as 
those who had them, they straightway 
gave an order tothe town psiater, who 
at onee went to work and painted over 
one hundred crests and coate-of-arms 
emblazoned in the most extracordimary 
colors. These were inspected by Sosiety 
who chose the coat that pleased it bea. 
This evened things up, amd the store 
ocraey could discount the officials im the 
number and gergeousness of their armor 
ial bearings. The government faction 
having got wind that these family emblems 
had been done inthe towm straightway 
atsted that theirs had been sent from the 
Herald's College and one professions! 
geutleman, whe belonged to both sec 
tions. indignately stated that he had been 
in possession of his for sx oF seven years, 
and ever sine> be had is it had hung is 
every room inthe honee, not forgerting 
the kitchen. 

Ifa pablic ball was givem both partics 
went in full dress, but sheuld she stere-. 
ecracy have possession of the floor the 
gevernment element straightway left eu 
masse and took ap their position ia the 
grilery, or if the case was reversed, thie 
other party retired ani watehed the an. 
tics of their rivals. 

Sueh was the state of when the 
register of the fashionable hotel displayed 
the mame ofthe ‘Baron Adelphe vor 
Not-a-dime, and servaat, London, Enz- 
land." Great was the excitemeat in the 
aristecratic circles of the the town 
Every one called fromthe ‘head ef the 
government faction dewn to the last ed- 
mitted counter jumper inthe charmed 
circies of society. The Baren ta perennsi 
appearance was desidedly plebeian, bus 
then was be not anobleman. He was 
stout, with a heavy red face, sermeanted 
by a head adorned with curly Hazen hair, 
which be were, like mest foreigaere, !oug. 
His fat paggy Gugers were adorned with 
severs! diemond rings—the size of the 
prectons stones proe'a'med that :hey were 
of immense valee. His studs were half 
the size of pigeun's eggs, and his watch 


chain weald, had it been long enoagh, 
have anchored a modern man-of-war. Is 
van sight across his weetecat and from the 
centre dangled a shield with the Baron's 
crest and armorial bearings with eight 
quaterings. He dressed as an English- 
man, bot rather ef she ‘*Arry-out-for-a- 
boliday type."" On his arrival he were a 
suit ef tweed with a heavy checker-board 
pattern. He was eoavivia! in his tastes 
end soon becamea great faverite with 
both sections. The female element vied 
with each other at enter‘aining the Baron 
and dianers, danees, afternoon teas, at 
hemes aod lawn tennis parties fellowed 
each other in rapid succession in honor of 
the aristocratic foreigner. The ecards of 
invitation had on them always ‘‘To meet 
the Baron Adelphe von Not-s-dime.” 
The eard plates at the mansions of both 
parties had comspicaously placed in their 
eentre the Baron's immense card, over 
whose name was emiazoned his family 
escuteheon. As a mesician the Barons 
was great, nots. much for bis talent as a 
performer, asfor the nemereus instra- 
meouts ho csald play 

Shortly after the Saron's arrival a 
Capy. Levisun-Gower srrive| at the hotel 
—he also registered from ingland. His 
appearance wastiat of a military man. 
but hewas the exact antithesis of the 
fashionable Baron—oving tall, dark, 
handsome and reserved Though staying 
iu the same hotel he did not seem anmx- 
ious to make the Barou's acqueintance 
and when they did meet, which was only 
eccarionally in the bar room of the hotel, 
the Captain toek m0 notice of the fereign 
nobleman. Iuthe morning the Baron 
held a levee in this room of hie newly- 
masde friends, and they for his kind con- 
siderativu treated lim ve the bess brands 
of Champagne. Captain Gower attended 
the fashionable charch, but as ‘‘Society” 
had not called on him, the recto-—who 
was of a milk an! water type snd ot as- 
thetic proclivitiss—not laviag met him 
in ‘Soeiety’ did not call for fear some of 
the fashienables would eall him to ac 
count for visiting a member of his com 
gregstion who was eutside the magie 
circle. The aammer sped along. The 
Captain remained atthe hotel making 
only afew casual acyuaiptances, bus the 
Baron was feted, pic-nicked and enter- 
taimed by every onc ; even s gentleman 
who held a very “@xalted po-itiom in gov- 
ermment circles atthe capital whem he 
came down to see iis cons:ituents gave a 
large party in kis henor. There were 
only a few fainilies im ‘Seciety (thoash 
there were many ous) who dui not appear 
to betaken up bythe Baron. Among 
them a gentleman, and his wife, whose 
duties tuok hun to the capital every ses- 
sion, bet he had not to pander to the 
tastes of the free and enlightened voter. 
his positios not being at their mercy. 
Apother was a gentlemen «rd his wife, 
who derived their income frem the old 
country and dil not eare if ‘Society’ re- 
eognisal tiem or not. 

The pockets of both parties had fele 
the etrain in their enleavors to entertain 
the Baron, in (he mauuer due to his rank 
Champarzne and expensive cigars had 
taken the place of whiskey and pipes, so, 
that it wasa relief when the Boron an- 
mownced that he was going totake his 
departure at an early date. Previous to 
his doing so, he issued invitations fora 
ball and supper at his hotel. The Bar- 
on's forthcoming ball was the talk of the 
tuwa and the female element of both sec- 
tions drained the poekets of their unfor- 
tana busbands for new dresees and 
finery fur the great fashionable event. 
Two or three days prior to this a small 
dapper individual arrived in town and 
rezistered from Chicago, at a less preten- 
tious hotel, but his mornings were spent 
im the bar room ot the Baron's, and, 
though wnoblserved, he was constantly 
watching the fashionable foreigner. 

The third day after his arrival, to the 
eonsternation of ‘Society’, be arrested the 
Baron, as Hans Braun, a leader of a 
small German band in New York, which 
was occassionally hiced to play as third 
or tourth rate parties. At ome of them 
the Baron had espied a pocket book, 
which he carefully transferred to his own 

ocket. The book contained 26,000.00. 
lave immediately left New York and 
travelled as fast as possible north to Her 
Majesty # domains, where. as we have 
seen he had been having a pretty fair in 
nings. His diamonds were paste and his 
jewelry like himself *‘bogus.” 

“Societys feelings were dreadfully 
hurt. The wives blamed their husbands‘aad 
said, ‘It was strange they could not tell 
agentieman. Taey always knew a lady. ' 
But what made matters worse Captain 
(rower, whe liad resided with them near- 
ly as long as the Baron, and whom they 
took n» notice of, received a letter from 
4 London firm of lawyers enclosing & 
cheque for a large amount and anmounc- 
ing that his cousin, the Marquis of St. 
, was dead and that in future he 
would be known by that title The 
“Marquis shook hands with the few 
friends he had made though they were 
not in ‘Society —and took his departure 
for the old country 

This last news nearly broce the camels 
back. Both parties met to comdole with 
each ether at the hotel. All hamds were 
particularly broken hearted over Cupt. 
Levison Gower. They regretted their 
lost opportonities, At last one of their 
leaders ssid with almost a sob, ‘‘To think 
that we for the last for months Lave been 
feteing this vulgar swindling ‘serman, 
when we had a live Lord amongst u- and 
did not know it. We might have shaken 
a Marquis by the hand, »us we will mever 
have anotber chanee. Ob, it's dreadful | 
How isit‘ A roice from the outside of 
‘Soctety answered, ‘‘Because you do aot 
know agentleman when you ace ene.” 
This bom-shell silenced ‘Society’ fora 
mowent. ‘Society’ pondere| over it, — 
then the members of ‘Society’ rese en 


masse With uplifted canes and rushed to 
find the owner of the voiee. 
They are still looking for him, bet he 
is *'Not in Society.’
